movement of their left flank from the 
vicinity of L<ake Dusa and Lake Nimno 
to the rear. This, it was planned, would

OverzealousnesB in achieving this aim

Washington, March 81.—The fight for 
nation wide prohibition will be renewed 
with greater vigor than ever at the next 
session of congress, Senator Sheppard, 
of Texas, 
announced 
today. 
Senator 
Sheppard started the movement for lo- 
cal prohibition in the district of Colum- 
bia, which, however, failed of passage 
at the last session. 


"We will renew the fight all alon^ 
the line," he said, "as soon as congress 
convenes. I expect we will have strong 
support from the republican side, as 
well as from the democratic party. The 
effort will be for both favorable action 
and submission ol a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment for prohibition the 
country over, as well as local prohibi- 
tion in the District of Columbiai. 


Senator Sheppard declared the action 
of Lloyd-George, the British chancellor 
of the exchequer, denouncing diúnk as 
á greater foe to fight than either Aus- 
tria or Germany, was significant.. 


"The experiencé of Russia and 
the 
declaration of Chancellor Lloyd George, 
as to .what should be done there," said 
Senator iSheppard, "shows there is a 
world wide movement for prohibition.'

The. visitor who- wants 
to know about train schedules or car 
service, or the woman who is anxious 
to find a good place to board near the 
exposition grounds, will be given the 
depired information. 
Facts about 
the 
city and bay region will be furnished 
here. 
Directories of the exposition, of- 
ficials and employes of churches and so- 
cial service agencies will be available 
for all who apply. 
An emergency serv- 
ice and a trained nurso are part of the 
equipment of this department. 


On this same floor is a large, quick- 
service lunch room, where both men and 
women can obtain well cooked food at 
moderate prices. 
Five hundred people 
can be seated here a t one time. 
A mez- 
zanine balcony extends aroimd tlie room 
and from the tables laid here one can 
overlook the south gardens and the la- 
goon. 
The Tower of Jewels is only a

divided into crews of four men each. 


The Monon railroad is

with the university in carrying out the 
tests. H. C. May, superintendent of mo- 
tive power of the railroad, a Purdurf 


graduate of 1902, will direct the work. 
Special. instruments will be placed on 
the train to permit the taking of data, 
which- will show the efficiency and oper- 
ation of the locomotives. 
The freight 
will-carry its customary load and run 
under its customary 
conditions.

Sbriukage of more than two million dollars per year in the gov- 
émment revenues from the internal revenue tax on Avliisky, Avitli the 
prospect that there ^vill be a still further falling off is reported from 
Washington as one of the sequences of the "dry" wave which has 
beeu making.notable progress in America during the past two years. 
It is explained, also, that this has materially contributed t-o the 
trewury deficit which now confronts the couuntry. 
Nine states 
from which the government derives a total i>3venuo of more than 
$5,^)00,000 from spirits and liquors—Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, 
Idaho, Oregon, Virginia, Washington, Iowa and Arizona—^will join 
the "dry" ranks within the next year. 


When the Hobson resolution proposing a constitutional amend- 
ment for nation-wide prohibition was under discussion in the house 
during the last session of congress, the liquor people laid great stress 
on the amount of ^ money that would be lost by the federal govern- 
ment if the tax on liquor was eliminated from its revenues by the 
banishment of the traffic. This has always been an argument on 
which emphasis has been laid by the liquor men, and it has doubtless 
had its effect in retarding the progress of temperance. 
But the 
other side of the proposition was recently set forth in a statement by 
Secretary Bryan that about $2,500,000,000 is spent annually in this 
country for liquor. The diversion of this vast sum into more whole- 
some channels of trade should easily make possible the wiping out 
of the lost revenues from liquor taxes when there comes the readjust- 
ment of revenue-raising that is clearly going to be necessary in this 
country. 


Women watchers are to be stationed at the New Jersey polls 
trhen the equal suffrage amendment comes up for approval or re- 
jection in September. Denying the intent to either be unduly sus- 
picious or to make invidious comparisons, the New Jersey ladies 
plainly do not propose to take any unnecessary chances with victory 
so nearly won.

THE COMMON LAW. 


(Kansas City Star.) 


Reciting an injustice of the law of 
Xew York (and of many other states) 
touching the restricted rights of mar- 
ïîefl women, Dr. I'Vank Crane says: 


"Common law, which is merely ancient 
custom, rules except Mhere altered by 
statute." 


,0r except whore altered by judicial 
declaration. 


For common law itself was what cer» 
tain judges or magistrates, or a certain 
judge or magistrate, declared the cus- 
tom to be. 


And the common law, as it is basic in 
our Jaw today, was not merely the an- 
cient customs of one period; it was and 
is a growth of centuries, and it has not 
quit glowing yet. 


The common law is and always hsfi 
been a kind of gigantic fiction, being the 
judgermade law imposed upon 
people 
without their knowledge and consent. 


And today, for example, yo\i will find 
the la^^yrr,'Judge Alton Brooks Parker, 
saying that the common law affords all 
the necessary relief from trusts, and 
the laAvyer, Senator LaFollette, saying 
that it does not. 


As M'e know, even a written constitu- 
tion affords the widest latitude to dif- 
ferent courts in declarinsr it, or inter- 
preting it. 
One court will say that a 
certain principle embodies in a statute 
is unconstitutional; another 
will 
say 
that the same principle is constitution- 
al. So we can see from that how judges 
and courts differed, or grew, in giving 
form to tho mere vague idea of cus- 
tom. 


There is a common law for railroads 
—which is simply the opinion (or the 
varying opinions) of modern judges con- 
cerning what their idea of Twelfth cen- 
tury customs should be «s applied to 
Nineteenth and Twentieth century facts. 
Those "common law rules" of 'master 
and servant, which 
Imve made work- 
nien's compensation statutes so essen- 
tial, aro rooted in 
the 
decisions 
of 
judges of thé last two hmidred years. 


The common law did take and has 
taken a certain (or uncertain) definite- 
ness of form at all times. But 
the 
great body of oiu* imwritten, judge-made 
law would be as unfamiliar and as sen- 
sationally unrecognizable to Alfred the 
Great as a locomotive engine, an aero- 
plane or a submarine.

81.—Swerelary 
Dsoieb TTa» determined today to raise 
th« ranken submarine 7-4 in Honolulu 
harbor, no matter -what the operation 
may coat. He wants to learn the cause 
of the accident BO as to avoid similar 
disasters in the future. 


This was made known after advices 
had. been received from Eear Admiral 
Moore, at Honolulu, which said that 
pr«i>arations were being made to raise 
the submarine by the pontoon method. 
The fact that the admiral reported th<3

RUSSIANS AGAIN 
BATTLE FOR PASS 


London, March 31.—After a brief lull 
in the fight for possession of Dukla Pass 
in the Carpathians the Russians have 
brought up reinforcements and resumed 
the attack. 


At Vienna it is said that the Russians 
have not been able to gain their ob- 
jective at any point along the Carpa- 
thian front for the invasion of Hun- 
gary. and that they were defeated in 
Bukowina yesterday. 
Dispatches 
to 
Swiss newspapers, however^ 
say 
the 
Austnans have suffered enormous losses 
in eastern Hungary. 
It is estimated 
they lost 18,000 men on Monday and 
the Russians are credited with annihilat- 
ing a column of 4,000 Austrians Jn an 
hour. 


The increasing pressure of the Rus- 
sians on this front together with the 
fall of Przemysl, may Tiave an influence 
on the operations in the west. 
The re- 
port is being spread in Holland that the 
Germans are contemplating the abandon- 
ment of their present line in Belgium in 
favor of a less extended front running 
slightly west of Brussels, and that with- 
drawal of German cavalry from the Yser 
line already has begun. 


A Russian victory in the campaign 
against Turkey is announced from the 
headquarters of 
the Caucasian 
army. 
In the fighting in Turkish 
Armenia 
along the coast of the Black sea, the 


Russians captured the town of Artrin. 


German warships have again bom- 
barded the Russian port of Libau, on 
the Baltic. 
Three persons were killed 
during two attacks. 


A Reuters dispatch received from 
Constantinople by way of Berlin says 
the allied fleet has resumed its bom- 
bardment of villages near the outer forts 
of the Dardanelles. 
Turkish, aviators 
are making daily reconnoisances.

The Ellermah line steamer Flaminian, 
with a general cargo, from Glasgow to 
Capetown, was simk off the Scilly isles 
Monday, March 29, presumably by a 
German submarine. The members of the 
crew were saved. 


The Flaminian was of 2,218 net tons. 
Shipping records located her at London 
on March 3.

Her name was 
not then known. She had no passengers 
on board. Her. crew of 39 men took to 
their boats and were picked up by thf 
Danish steamer Findlandia and landed 
at Holyhead this morning.

Business conditions continue to im- 
prove, though slowly, according to the 
general letter on trade conditions issued 
for the month of April by the Old Na- 
tional bank. Tlie letter says in part: 


"Our condition was bad enough be- 
fore the outbreak of hostilities in Eu- 
rope, which, temporarily at least, multi- 
plied our biisiness handicaps. 
Within 
sixty days, however, after the beginning 
of the war, a slight Improvement was 
noticeable and, slow though it may be, 
that improvement has steadily gone for- 
ward. 
Hindrances to shipping, rumors 
of other countries being drawn into the 
European conflict, fear of a climax in 
our 3Iexican diplomatic negotiations and 
a general feeling of uncertainty—^these 
things make business men cautious, but 
expansion is taking place, more men are 
being put to work as the mills resume, 
and the erection and extension of facto- 
ries has started."

Wineburg, a pWrsician of Ligonier, lud.,. 
•was found guilty last night of violation 
of the Mann 'Vhite slave" act. He was 
convicted of having transported Belle 
Lochcr, 16 years old, to Chicago for im- 
moral purposes. 


Federal Judge Carpenter advised the 
jury that it had no concern with the 
motives of congress in enacting the law. 


"The law is to be considered as it 
stands," he said, "regardless of the gen- jjjgr Qq^ 
eral opinion that it was aimed at the 
® 
commercial traffic in women." 


The government contended that Wine- 
burg, while ostensibly treating Miss 
Locher as a physician, induced her to go 
to Kalamazoo, where he joined her, and 
then brought her to Chicago, registering 
at the Great Northern hotel a« husband 
and wife. Both, Dr. Wineburg and the 
girl were mercileasly assailed by oppos- 
ing attorneys in their arguments. 


Miss Locher sobbed throughout the 
argument. 
When it was finished she 
was taken into the corridor by her sis- 
ter Lauretta, in fear that she would be 
overcome. 


Across the room sat the wife and two 
small girls of the physician. Mrs. Wine- 
burg seemed unaffected by the address 
of the government's attorney. She held 
her daughters close to her and gazed in" 
an absent-minded way at her husband, 
who sat between his lawyers. The little

"For this cause I bow my knee nnto the Father of the I-Kjrd Jc- 


BU8 Christ, that Ho would grant yon to be strengthened with might 
•by His spirit in the inner man."'—Ephesians 111:14-16. 
The pages of ancient history t.ell of a certain Dutch city bombarded by 
the Spaniards. 
The city was R«n-oimdcd by a great wall wliich gave the Dutch 
Inhabitants a sense of security; and against this wall the 
.Spaniards 
hurled 
their battering rams in persistent assault. 
Finally, to the consternation of 
the Dutch, the Avail showed signs of breaking. The Dutch decided to erect an- 
other wall inside of the one which was weakening. They laid the foundation 
deeper, built it wider than the out^r wall and just as the last brick waa laid 
upon it the outer wall ga.ve way. Throu^gh a breach in this out^r 
wall 
the 
swarthv Spaniards rushed, but they were stopped by the inner wall; their bat- 
tering rams fell to no avail; the inner wall was imjiregnable. 


Now it is the business of Christianity to erect in the inner life of the in- 
dividual a wall which will render that individuaL safe from the assaults of 
the enemies of the soul.

We live our li^e in the enemy's country—we are constantly surrounded by 
enemies to our well-being. 


Organized society has seen that the individual is sinrounded by these ene- 
mies and has Iniilt around the indi^idnal certain outer walls to protect him 
from them. 


Some of these walls are: 
The wall of legislation which has great protec- 
tive power and is one of the things which distinguishes civilization from sav- 
agerj-. 


2. Education—Organized society has seen that ignorance is soil in which 
seeds of badness grow with alarming rapidity, so it has set about the erection 
of a wall of éducation around the individual. 


All things being equal the e d u c a t e d nian should be better able to protect 
himself against the enemies of the body, the mind and the soul and the indi- 
vidual is much safer when surrounded by the outer wall of education. 


3. The Home—Organized society has seen that the influence of wife and 
children is one of the most wholesome influences of life. 
The stability of 
society, virtue of womanhood and honor of manhood depends upon the devel- 
opment of a good home life. 


Now I feel like taking off my hat to organized society for the real serv- 
ice it has rendered the cause of religion by erecting these outer walls of legis- 
lation, education and home: but there is no one who does not know that 
there arc exigencies in life when no one nor all of these Avails can render the 
individual safe. 


And I want now to pay a tribute to that one inner wall of genuine Chris- 
tian character which will stand when all these outer Avails have crumbled into 
dUBt. If every man in America Ava« a genyinç

swords into pruning hooks, our bayonets into ploughshares, sink our battle- 
ehipe, spike our guns and hang a "For Rent" sign over every brewery, over 
eyeiy saloon, and bouses of shame Avould become houses of A-irtiie.

He was supposed to be a 
Russian for he often speaks of his fam- 
ily connections at Petrograd and Mos- 
cow. He had served as a foreign repre- 
sentativo for a broker named Morrison 
who conducts one of the large brokerage 
houses in Paris. 
None of 
Swoboda'a 
business associates had seen him after 
the arrival of the Touraine at Havre 
where she docked safely on March 8, but 
Dubert traced him to a hotel in the Ave- 
nue lileber, only to find that he had left 
ten days before after a brief stay. 
He 
registered there under the name of Ray- 
mond Swoboda and professed to be aa 
American of important means who had 
come from New York on thp Touraine. 
Told Story of Fire. 


He had told the story of the fire im 
the hotel, but the secret service opera- 
tives say he was told that Swoboda's 
manner had aroused some suspicion and 
the other guests kept aloof from him. 


He was traced to another hotel in the 
Place de Rivoli, where he was arrest^. 
When his room was searched, the police 
declare, a number of letters written in 
German were found which seemed to 
point strongly to his guilt. 
He 
was 
turned over to the Havre police py the 
Paris authorities. 
Mr. Morrison, 
the 
broker, when told of Swoboda's arrest; 
e.\prcssed. amazement. 
"I had business 
relations with Swoboda," he said, "but 
he always was perfectly honorable in 
his dealings with me. I knew that he 
formerlv was employed in a large Paris 
bant and I was not astonished at his 
wide knowledge of finance. I knew also 
that his business brought him a large 
income." 


SWOBODA IS RECALLED.

Twenty-Four Purdue Seniors to Make 


Tests on the Monon. 


Lafayette, Ind., "March 31.—Twenty- 


four seniors o£ Purdue university, who 
are specializing in railway mechanical 
engineering, will compose a testing crew 
that will mnu a Monon freigH running 
between here and Bloomington each day 
for thirty 
days. 
Each, 
student will 


make three complete trips to Blooming- 
ton and return, as the seniors have been 
divided into crews of four men each. 


The Monon railroad is 
co-operating 


with the university in carrying out ths 
tests. H. C. ^Tay, superintendent of mo- 
tive power of the railroad, a Purdue 


graduate of 1902, will direct the work.' 
Special instruments will be placed on 
the train to permit the taking of data, 
which will show-the efficiency and oper- 
ation of the locomotives. The freight 
will carry its customary load and run 
under its customary conditions. The 
tests will provide opportunity for thn 
study of the use of .screened and un- 
screened coal,'the behavior of two mod- 
ern types of locomotives when fired In- 
hand, and their behavior when fired by 
a mechanical stoker.

Shrinkage; uf move, than t.\vo million dollnrs per year in the gov- 


ernment revenues from t.ho internal revenue tax on whisky, with the 
prospect that there will lie a still further falling oft is reported from 
Waahington as one of the sequences of 1ho "dry" -wave Avhich has 
been making notable progress in AJJJerica during the past two years. 
It ia explained, also, that this has materially contributed to the 
treasury deficit which now confronts the coiuiiitry.

from which the government derives a total revenue of more than 
$5,000,000 from spirits and liquors—Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, 
Idaho, Oregon, Virginia, Washington, Iowa and Arizona—will join 
the "dry" ranks within the next year. 


When the Hobsoii resolution proposing a constitutional amend- 


ment for nation-wide prohibition was under discussion in the house 
during the last session of congress, the liquor people laid great stress 
on the amount of money that would be lost by the federal govern- 
ment if the tax on liquor was eliminated from its revenues by the 
banishment of the traffic. 
This has always been an argument on 


which emphasis has been laid by the liquor men, and it has doubtless 
had its effect in retarding the progress of temperance. But the 
other side of the proposition was recently set forth in a statement by 
Secretary Bryan that about $2,500,000,000 is spent annually in this 
country for liquor. The diversion of this vast sum into more whole- 
some channels of trade should easily make possible the wiping out 
of the lost revenues from liquor taxes when there comes the readjust- 
ment of revenue-raising that is clearly going to be necessary in this 
country.

THE COMMON LAW. 


(Kansas City Star.) 


Reciting an injustice of the law of 


Xew York (and of many other states) 
touching the restricted rights of mar- 
ried women, Dr. Frank franc says: 


"Common law, which is merelv ancient 


custom, rules except v-h,.rn altered bv 
statute." 


Or except whore altered by judicial 


declaration. 


For common law itself was what cer- 


tain judges or magistrates, or a certain 
judge or magistrate, declared the cus- 
tom 1o be. 


And the common law, as jt j* basic in 


our law today, was not nicreh- the an- 
cient customs of one period; it was and 
is a. growth of centuries, and it has not 
quit growing yet. 


Tho common law i* and always hits 


been a kind of gigantic fiction, being tho 
judge-made law imposed upon 
people 


without their knowledge and consent. 


And today, for example, you will find 


the. lawvcr. Judge Alton Brooks Parker 
saving that the common law afford* all 
the necessary relief from trusts, and 
tlie lawyer, Senator LnFollctte, savin* 
that it does not. 


As wo know, even a written constitu- 


tion affords tho widest latitude to dif- 
ferent courts in declaring it, or inter- 
preting it. One court will Bny that a 
certain principle embodies in a statute 
is unconstitutional; another will say 
lhat tho same principle is constitution- 
al. .So we can see from that how judges 
and courts differed, or grew, in giving 
form to tho mere vagim idea of cus- 
tom. 


There is a, common law for railroads 


•—•which is simply the opinion (or the 
varying opinions) of modern judges con- 
cerning what their idea of Twelfth cen- 
tury customs should be as applied to 
Nineteenth and Twentieth century facts. 
Those "common law rules" of "master 
ajid sen-ant, which have made work- 
men s compensation statutes so essen- 
tial, are rooted in the 
decisions of 


judges of the last two hundred years. 


The common law did take and has 


taken a certain (or uncertain) definite- 
ness of form at all times. But 
the 


great body of our unwritten, judge-mado 
law would be as unfamiliar and as sen- 
sationally unrecognizable to Alfred the 
Great as a locomotive engine, an aero- 
plane or a submarine.
